All Amendments Rejected. 


The passage of the bill marked the 
Close of a tight that had raged in the 
house for six days.

w hole education of the individual is 
crowned anil made complete when 
one becomes so trained and educated 
as to gain the ablity to apply the 
know ledge acquired in his dealings 
with his fellow man.
